Big Building 
ls Started 
At Institute 


Excavation and grading for 
a new engineering laboratory 
building have commenced at 
Stanford Research Institute. 

The two-story, 38,500-square- 
foot building, designed by arch- 
itects Stanton & Stockwell, Los 
Angeles, will be of coneret: 
construction with exposed ag- 
gregate exterior and a flat roof. 

Roughly L-shaped, it wiil be 
located near the Laurel Street 
side of the Institute property, 
and will be consistent in design 
and landscaping treatment 
with the Institute’s plans for 
permanent development. of its 
Menlo Park headquarters. 

Air-conditioned office and 
laboratory space for electro- 
y nics engineering groups will 
adjoin a 100-by.¢)0-footaigh- 
bay area for final testing of 
large radio and radar anten- 
nas. The roof of this portion 
will be “transparent” to ra- 
dio signals. 

Plans for the new building 
were approved by the city of 
Menlo Park Sept. 13. Occupan- 
cy is expected by June 1, 1964. 
Construction costs are estimat- 
ed at $600,000. 

The contracting firm of Wil- 
liams and Burrows, Belmont, 
is doing the excavation, grad- 
ing and foundation work. 

The building will be on the 
site of two former temporary 
buildings which have been raz- 
ed.

Machinery was set in motion 
Tuesday for preliminary work 
|On proposed land additions to 
three parking plazas in down- 
| town Menlo Park. 

City councilmen approved 
three resolutions that give the 
go-ahead signal to a_prelim- 
; inary engineering survey and 
subsequent public hearings on 
the plan for “Parking Plazas 
No. 4.” 

The council moved ahead 
| with the backing of owners of 
| 54.5 per cent of the property 
| involved. 

However, James Morton, law- 
yer to work with city attorney 
John Jorgenson on the plan, 
recommended that the city 
‘continue to seek signers for the 
petition on the plazas for a 
“better support.” 

The parking plazas involved 
in the move for enlargement 
are bounded by Menlo, Oak 
Grove and University avenues 
and El Camino Real. 

City Engineer Edwin H. 
Smith, appointed to do the pre- 
liminary engineering survey, 
said a report on his findings 
should be available by this Jan- 
juary. Public hearings would 
be scheduled after that. 

In other business Tuesday 
night, the council: 

—Set October 29 for a public 
hearing on an appeal from Day- 
id Botsford on the rezoning of 
the corner of Burgess Drive and 
Alma Street from professional- 
administrative to multiple fam- 
|ily. The planning commission 
previously denied his request. 

James C. Hoffman, designer 
retained by Botsford to develop 
the property for residential 
use, argued that the land could 
not be made financially feasible 
without rezoning. He also said 
a 14-unit building would be bet- 
| ter under the city’s zoning ani 
| building set-up. , 


Mayor William Lawson ex- 
pressed concern over the situ-

Tonight—after hearing warn- 
ings that it might not be pop- 
ular—the Menlo Park School 
District takes its proposed “MP 
Plan” for eventual unification 
of south county school districts | 
before the Augmented County 
Committee on School District 
Organization. 

That'll be at Hillview School; 
the session begins at 8 p.m. 

And learning in advance that

New Bond Vote 
In Works 


In Ravenswood 


No time will be wasted in of- 
fering a new version of the de- 
feated Ravenswood City School 
District bond issue to the vot- 
ers. 

Trustees are aiming for a 
February election involving 
perhaps $100,000 less in bonds 
than the $850,000 issue which 
failed to get a two-thirds ma- 
jority vote a week ago Tues- 
day. 

Work will also begin 
shortly on formation of a 
steering committee to direct 
the bond campaign, the 
board members indicated. 

And they may even expand 
the scope of school facilities 
proposed for construction. 

All of this took place at Tues- 
day night’s special board meet- | 
ing after trustees quickly can- 
vassed election results. 

“We are totally for a bond 
issue election in February,” 
said Dr. Andrew White, board | 
chairman. 

Supt. of Schools Roderic Y. 
Moore said that as much as 
$100,000 could be subtracted | 
from the original bond pro 
posal. 

The district now knows its 
1962-63 assessed value — and 
doesn’t need as much bonding 
“cushion” to make sure that it 
can quality for a state construc- | 
tion loan, Moore said. | 

A check of new housing units 
in the district was made on the | 
Friday before the election and | 
showed that the district is eli- | 
gible for much more construc. | 


tion — under state loan ratios | 
— than was estimated earlier, | 
he said. 

Thus, a bond package of 
$750,000, including all of the 
original construction program 
|— plus, perhaps, a multi-use 
building for Costano School — 
might be presented to the vot- 
ers, Moore declared. 

He warned that delay of an 
election past July 1 would 
mean major changes. Since | 
; more bond repayment will 
have to be made, it might 
take authorization of about 


voters to qualify for the state 
program. 

The trustees also: 

—Authorized calling of a 
special meeting Thursday night 
if they decide to caucus and 
change any of their votes on 
the eight plans.

A thinly-veiled war reared 
its head Tuesday night when 
the Menlo Park Library board 
of trustees recommended that 
the city withdraw from the 
county library system. 

Charging that the present 
“double tax system” is “un- 
businesslike and cumbersome,” 
the board opened fire by point- 
‘ing out that currently about 40 
per cent of Menlo Park card 
holders live outside city limits, 
in areas paying a county li- 
brary tax. 

The city council, in study 
session with the board, appear- 
ed amenable to the recommen- 
dation and took it under ad- 
visement. 

The library board explained 
that if it withdraws, the city 
could collect the money itself 
and contract with the county 
for specified library services. 

It also recommended that the 
city library continue serving 
non-residents who live in Ath- 
erton and in adjacent unincor- 
porated areas, and that this 
could be done by the county 
agreeing to pay the city a fair 
reimbursement for this service 
from the county library tax 
collected outside of Menlo 
Park. 

In stumping for a more rea- 
sonable sharing of costs, the 
board pointed out. that the 
council will have to notify 
county supervisors of a move 
to withdraw by Feb. 1. Other- 
wise, it won’t become effective 
by the beginning of the next 
fiscal year.

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“New England’ Fall Glory 


It’s a rare 
pulse fails to quicken at vigor 
coming of autumn. The season- 
al change is more dramatic 
than in spring. The air has a 
new crispness, and excitement 
replaces the doldrums of late 
summer. 

The change is less dramatic 
than it could be in many Cal- 
ifornia gardens, however, for 
unlike ‘Easterners we lack 
the natural climate condi- 
ditions which turn leaves to 
flame and otherwise accentu- 
ate the new season. We have 
to work a bit harder to 
achieve the same effects, but 
achieve them we can. 

Leaves take on autumn hues 
when night temperatures drop 
toward freezing and in much 
of California this does not oc- 
cur until the leaves have al- 
ready turned brown or dropped 
off. In some areas of Southern 
California and along the coast, 
it rarely happens at all. There 
are trees and shrubs to be 
found in nurseries, however,, 
which require only minimal 
night chilling to produce their 
colorful effects and these are 
the plant subjects we should 
seek out in the Golden State 
when we want fall color.

Nur- 
serymen are high on the Maid- 
enhair Tree m this respect — 
especially the Autumn Gold 
voriety, which was developed 
here in California a few short 
years ago. You see specimen 
plantings of this beauty in Sou- 
thern California and around 
San Francisco Bay — two areas 
not generally noted for their 
fall foliage. They couldn’t be 
more colorful, and in valley ar- 
eas, of course, it is a yellow 
beacon in the countryside. 

Another deciduous tree 
‘which makes its mark on the 
fall scene is the Northern 
Red Oak, a fast-growing, broad- 
beamed oak with larger than 
average leaves. These latter 
‘turn to vivid shades of red and 
orange before dropping in fall. 
We can’t honestly recommend 
Northern Red Oak for small 
city gardens but for anything 
resembling a spacious land- 
scape and for country places 
it’s tops. 

One more tree and then we'll 
look elsewhere for our colorful 
fall. We can’t overlook Liquid- 
amber, however, and wouldn’t 
want to if we could. The maple- 
like leaves of this tree are 
among our most colorful in all 
parts of California and the var- 
ious family members are all 
well suited to city gardens. 
Growth is pyramidal and mod- 
erate, never overpowering. The 
family in general is called 
Sweet Gum, but two new varie- 
ties — Afterglow and Palo Alto 
— are worth asking for by 
name. 

Where else is color in a 
California fall? You'll find it 
in the leaves of Japanese 
Barberry before they drop 
off, and the berries of this 
shrub add fuel to the fire. 
You'll find it also in the 
Common Snowball Vibur- 
num, leaves of which turn 
rich red before dropping.
